A horrible and distressing accident 
Occurred yesterday afternoon, about.

Stokes, and his companion, who Dearly 
met, the same fate, Charles Kay lor, 
both pupils of the institution. No 

blame can be attached to either the 
officers of the School Or railroad men 
for the accident. 

As is customary on Saturday after- 
noon, the older pupils are allowed to 

go where they please sight-seeing, the 

rule being that they must not cross 

the railway tracks under any eireum- 
StanoeB. If necessity requires it th,. 
bridges are to be used. 

Stokes with Kaylar started out, 
soon after dinner, for a pleasure walk. 
They reached the railroad t lacks about 
•_':!"> railroad time, ami wluit happen- 
ed then is told below : 

The young men started west from 
St. Clair avenue along the " bull pen." 
Kaylor says he cautioned Slokes not 
to walk on the track and the latter 
replied that there wasn't any d 
Kaylor repeated his warning, but 
St0Ke8 took no heed, and when told he 
had better gel Off I he t rack only said : 
" I won't, I won't." The con 
lion between the young men was 
carried on in the mute language, and 
nothing would be known of the
